THREE SONS

was a handsome six-fopter 
who worked ina bank fora 
while but longed for the zest of 
the open air.

When the 1014 war broke out, 
the father 
came to the war. Just In pass- 
ing and. to complete the family 
record, the father marricd a 
second timo after his wife's 
death, and twin sons were 
born: They were, of course, 
mere children in 1014 but they 
served with high distinctlon as 
regulars in the 1939 war and 
rose to high rank. 


Critch, who fs the hero of my 
narrative, went to the front. with 
the Strathcona Horse as part of 
the Ist Canadian Division, wae 
twice wounded, -won the DSO 
and was appointod to the Staff 
of the Ist and'then the drd 
Canadian Divisions.

All skins, cacept those of the 
albino, contain pigment.

‘Home Treatment 


When sunburn has ‘occurred, 
the best home treatment is that 
which woutd be used for any 
other kind of minor burn, If 
thete is simple reddening, cold 
cream or a thick paste of baking 
soda In water does well. Vinegur 
is also . used with:success. It 
hastens ‘tanning of a mild burn, 
If there ts blistering, or if fever 
accompanics a sunburn, medical 
attention should be sought. 


Most persons instinctively 
wear tinted gluss’s for comfort 
when exposing themselves to 
bright sunlight. ‘Chis is a wise 
precaution, especlally in “the 
tropics. It has been’ observed 
that briliiunt sun may interfere 
with: night vision unless sun- 
-Rinsses are worn during the day, 
Sunglasses will not injure the 
cyes, even if inexpensive, us 
Jong as there are no flaws In the 
glass. 


Persons with eye defects, 
wearing sunglasses, should use 
plain-glasses which slip over 
thelr regular ground lenses, so 
as to’ keep ‘the proper relation- 
ship of cye to prescribed glasses, 
Some find it' worth — while, 
though more costly, to have 
sunglasses ground to their re 
gulur cye prescription.
